This the Latest Ruling of the Inter- 


nal Revenue Department—Other 


Court House Hews. 


Those who rent houses have per- 


haps not heard of the latest. 
It 


touches their pocket-books and in 
many instances will provoke a serious 
burden. 
Colonel John A. Eutrekiu, 


revenue collector for this district, has 
just received a ruling from the com- 
missioner ol internal revenue on a re- 
ferred case, which bears out the opin- 
ion that all receipts for rent are in- 
valid unless they bear a twenty-five 
cent revenue stamp. The commis- 
sioner quotes sections of the law 
which says that any memorandum or 
contract for the hire, use, or rent of 
any land or portion thereof is subject 
to and must pay the stamp tax of 
twenty-five cents. 
The ruling thus 


holds "that rent receipts are the only 
evidence of contract between renter 
and rentee. 
So when you pay your 


rent be sure the receipt 
bears a 


twenty-rive cent stamp. It doesn't 
make any difference whether the rent 
is nominal per week for a hull or 
bedroom or larger amount per year 
for a store room in a business block. 
The war tax is twenty-five cents in 
either event. The ruling, however, 
opens up another line of 
thought 


which Collector Entrekin sets forth 
thus: 
"When a lease exists for a 


month or a term of months, the lease 
must be stamped. 
It is the evidence 


of contract betsveen the parties to it, 
and'so must bear the stamp. 
Pay- 


ment of rent under that lease may be 
adjudged payments on account of the 
contract embodied in the lease, and 
receipts for these payments on ac- 
count, whether credited upon the 
original document or upon a separate 
piece of paper, need not bear a stamp. 
Where theie is no lease, particularly 
as is the custom in small houses, 
where the form of die receipt, as in 
the case referred to in the bureau,em- 
bodies the contract between lessor or 
and lessee, that receipt is the only 
evidence of such contract and as such 
must be stamped. 
This provision of 


the war tax law will work great hard- 
ship upon the poor renters, unless the 
landlords pay the stamp tax, which 
they arc not very likely to do unless 
they see they are going to lose by it. 
A special form of lease paves the way, 
however, to avoid the payment of 
the tax except in the beginning of 
the transaction. 
The 
instrument 


provides for monthly payments "on 
account." The lease must bear a 
twenty-five cent stamp and once that 
is affixed rent paid in advance or at 
the 
end of each month may 
be 


credited or accepted for legally, with- 
out the necessity of affixing other 
stamps.
